the American Legion are not only 
numerous, but ingenious. 
Guide 
books — specially-conducted 
tours of the battlefields—sets of sou­ 
venir postcards—articles of wearing 
apparel—photographs—or what have 
you. one enterprising m erchant has 
placed a sign in front of his cafe— 
“authorized legion filling station.” 


W ith the coming of the American 
Legion to Paris the urge to go back 
to the states, dorm ant in the breasts 
of hundreds of soldiers who were dis­ 
charged in France after the armistice, 
has become assertive. 
The sight of 
former comrades has stirred these 
veterans. 
“Hey Garsong! Donne-Moi a cou- 
pla cofa, silvooplay! and make I vite, 
too! Allavoup!” 
Once more Paris is listening to th at 
remarkable language of the war— 
“Doughboy French." 
And ten years 
of neglect hasn’t made it any more 
understandable, either. 
The 
American 
Legionnaires 
are 
“Cherchezing” everything 
th a t the 
village has to offer.

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Difficult Matter To Make 
Mistake In Identification 
Of Babies In Hospitals 


A lthough 
there 
are 
isolated 
in ­ 
stances in the nation, hospital a tte n d ­ 
an ts sw itching babies, as Mrs. Sam 
Sm ith claim s was done to her in a 
Cleveland hospital lately, yet elab­ 
orate precautions are taken against 
this procedure in m ost hospitals 
In the New Castle hospital, which 
has a large m aternity ward, babies 
are num bered, and an identification 
tag is placed around th eir wrist as 
ioon as they are born. 
There is also 
a tag placed about the wrist of the 
m other, which bears the same num ­ 
ber as th at which is on the wrist of 
the babv. 
This tag* is a small m etal 
plate, not unlike those th at were used 
as identification tags during the late 
war. 
Aside from this, there is another 


m etal plate which is placed on the 
bed of the m other, and another o n e ,; 
w ith the same num ber on it which is 
placed on the crib of the baby. 
In itself, this should be enough to 
provide for identification if there was 
even the slightest chance of a slip up 
on the p art of the nurses, but fu rth er 
to safeguard the m other, the baby’s 
footprints are taken and filed in a 
cabinet as soon as the child is born. 
Although the New Castle hospital | 
does not use the bead m ethod of 
identification, in which a necklace i s ; 
prepared in advance of the birth of 
the child and th en placed about its 
neck as soon as it is born, yet this 
m ethod is used in the St. Francis h o s -! 
pital in Pittsburgh. 
The beads, each 
one of which is a letter, spell the 
nam e of the m other.
